methods are entirely inadequate and 
call for a change. 
The Ohio Tax league is preparing a 
bill which it will wmrk hard for in 
the next legislature. 
It is necessary 
that the law be amended at the spe­ 
cial session to be convened in Jan­ 
uary, as the enormous work m ust be 
begun in 1909, in order to complete 
it so that the new valuations can go 
into effect in 1910. The object of the 
bill will be to enact a system

which every parcel of real estate will 
he scientifically valued, under uniform 
m ethods, and entirely free from pollt-

will suffer losses that will run up into 
many thousands of dollars by reason 
of an order promulgated by the United 
States de&prtment of agriculture, no­ 
tice of which has just reached State 
Dairy and Food Commissioner R. W. 
Dunlap. 
The order in question for­ 
bids the bleaching of Hour with nitro­ 
gen peroxid, and becomes effective six 
months hence. 
After a thorough 
in­ 
vestigation the department has decided 
that nltro-peroxid 
is 
an adulterant, 
and being such its use is prohibited. 
It is used 
by 
miller to bleach or 
whiten the flour, and meet of the Ohio 
millers have installed plants In con­ 
nection with their mills lor the pro­ 
cess of mixing this with the flour, 
it 
serves only one purpose, and that is 
to whiten the flour. 
A public hearing on the subject of 
the use of this ingredient was held 
by the secretary of agriculture and 
the board of food and drug inspection 
the latter part of last November. 
At 
this hearing those who favored 
the 
bleaching process and those opposed 
to it were given equal opportunities 
to be heard. After all the testimony 
was in the 
authorities were of the 
unanimous opinion that flour bleached 
by nitrogen peroxid is an adulterated 
product under the national pure food 
and drug act, and as such cannot be 
lawfully offered for sale. The dealers 
are given six months in which to dls 
pose of the 
immense 
quantity 
of 
bleached Hour now on hand or in pro­ 
cess of manufacture, and no prosecu 
tion for violation of the order against 
the sale of such flour will be instltu 
ted until after the expiration of that 
period.

Marshal Woods 
accosted a man standing near the post- 
office and acting in a suspicious man­ 
ner and In reply to questions the un­ 
known said that lie was a stranger in 
the town, but desired to leave on a 
freight train. 
The marshal escorted 
him to the railroad yards and just as 
they reached the tracks, four other 
men suddenly jumped from behind a 
car and ordered the officer to throw 
up his hands. He did. but in one hand 
he had an automatic revolver which he 
fired. 
One bullet pierced the heart of 
one of the quartet, who fell dead. The 
firing was returned by the other four 
and one of the balls struck the mar­ 
shal in the back 
As he fell the quar­
